Gent lemen , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Health  of  Torpoint  for  1938. 

The  live  birth  rate  of  the  District  is  lower  than  for 
1937  being  13.00  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  15.10 
for  England  and  Vifalesj  and  also  compared  with  15.00  for  1937 
for  Torpoint , 

The  death  rate  of  the  District  is  15,84  and  is  much 
higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  is  11.60. 

The  high  figure  in  the  death  rate  as  compared  with  that 
of  England  and  V/ales  is  due  to  deaths  from  senility.  Majority 
of  cases  were  from  the  Torpoint  Pablic  Institution, 

The  infant  mortality  and  still  birth  rates  are  much  lower 
than  those  of  England  and  Wales,  there  being  only  one  still¬ 
birth  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  in  consequence  of  child-birth; 
one  infant  under  one  year  of  age  died. 

There  were  5  deaths  from  Cancer,  and  1  new  case  of 
Tuberculosis  and  one  death. 

No  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council  since  my  last 
Report  but  overcrowding  is  non-existent  at  present .  At  the 
same  time  there  is  a  lack  of  modern  conveniences  (such  as 
bathrooms)  in  the  older  type  of  working  class  houses.  The 
rental  of  the  new  houses  which  have  recently  been  erected  by 
private  enterprise  is  beyond  the  means  of  the  ordinary  working 
man .

In  accordance  with  the  Scheme  prepared  by  the  Cornwall 
County  Council  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
February  9th,  1935,  the  Council  have,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Borough  of  Saltash  and  the  Rural  District  Council  of  St,  Germans, 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  City  Council  of  Plymouth  for 
accommodation  for  13  Beds  to  be  reserved  for  patients  from  the 
Borough,  Urban  and  Rural  Councils  jointly. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(A)  Water  Supplies  -  The  quantity  and  quality  have  again  proved 

excellent  during  1938.  Chlorination  was  done  as  a 
precautionary  measure.  It  was  not  necessary  to  curtail 
supply  by  night,  during  the  year.  Negotiations  are 
proceeding  with  the  South  East  Cornwall  V/ater  Board  for 
an  augmented  supply . 

(B)  Rivers  and  Streams  are  specially  inspected  to  detect  any 

pollution  which  might  be  present  or  threatened. 

(C)  Drainage  and  Sewerage  -  There  were  no  extensions  but  a 

scheme  is  under  consideration  for  replacement  of  a 
septic  tank  by  a  sewage  pumping  station. 

(D)  Closet  System  -  No  change  since  1929. 

(E)  Scavenging .  53  new  refuse  bins  were  provided  in  1938. 

Disposal  of  Dry  Refuse  ; - 

The  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  are  being  complied  with,  and  controlled 
tipping  is  being  carried  out.  A  site  is  being 
levelled  up,  which  will  eventually  become  a 
Pleasure  Ground  adjacent  to  the  Council’s 
other  Pleasure  Grounds .

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

iiND  OTHER  DISEASES  . 

GENERAL. 

There  were  22  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  in 
1938,  of  v\;hich  9  Scarlet  Fever,  3  Erysipelas,  7  Pneumonia  and 
1  Diphtheria.  There  were  3  deaths  from  Pneumonia. 

Anti-toxic  Sera  and  outfits  are  stocked  at  the  local 
Chemist’s  shop. 

There  were  2  sputa  examined  for  tubercle  bacclli,  in  which 
one  was  returned  as  positive. 

There  was  no  blood  examined  for  typhoid  or  para¬ 
typhoid  . 

There  is  no  Maternity  and  Child  Vifelfare  Centre  in  Torpoint. 

Diagnostic  tests  or  immunisation  against  scarlet  fever 
and  diphtheria  could  or  can  bo  carried  out,  and  the  free 
facilities  offered  by  the  Council,  through  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  tests  respectively  for 
these  diseases  and  immunisation  against  them  are  not  availed 
of  by  the  public . 

No  persons  presented  themselves  or  were  sent,  for  primary 
vaccinations,  or  re-vaccinations  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations, 
1917. 


There  are  no  facilities  for  the  disinfection  of  verminous 
persons  or  their  belongings  or  for  the  disinfection  of  articles 
exposed  to  infection,  other  than  formalin  vapour,  but  there 
have  been  no  ’’return'^’  cases  of  scarlet  or  other  fevers  after 
formalin  disinfecting  of  the  rooms,  clothing,  etc.
